It is inevitable that these develop­ 
ments should be a matter of 
grave 
joncem to health 
authorities thru- 
sut the country and that every effort 
ihould be mad« to minimize the d a n­ 
ger of infection. 
it is by no means 
ieyond the range of possibilities that 
tooner or later the plague w ill find a 
foothold among the rodents in north­ 
ern communities with human infac- 
ion a 1 a possible result, 
it is a known fact that bubonic plag­ 
ue is spread by infected 
rats 
and 
ground squirrels and that the media 
or infection are the fleas with which 
the bodies of these animals are in 
fee ted. 
The flea feeds on the body 
ot its infected host thus becoming an 
infection carrier, and then transfers 
to another rodent or perchance to a 
human being who, upon b. ing bitten 
by the infected flea becomes a victim 
of the disease.
